KANSAS (Red) and MISSOURI ( Blue) are at war. 
Blue has seized KANSAS CITY, KANSAS, and is assem- 
bling at that point a force of all arms. 

A Red force is concentrating at ATCHISON, KANSAS. 

All railroads, telegraph and telephone lines in this section 
of KANSAS have been disabled recently by Blue raid- 
ing parties. 

FORT LEAVENWORTH is not garrisoned, and the MIS- 
SOURI RIVER BRIDGE at that place has been de- 
stroyed. 
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Special Situation, Red: 

On 2 April, 11, the Red Commander at ATCHISON orders 
Colonel A to march at noon from that place upon 
LEAVENWORTH, to eeiae and hold the bridge across 
the MISSOURI RIVER. 

Colonel A's force consists of: 

2 regiments of infantry ; 

2 troops of cavalry ; 

1 battery of field artillery ; 

Detachment of signal troops ; 

Detachment of sanitary troops. 
Colonel A marched in obedience to his orders and at 4 : 80 
p. M., 3 April, his detachment arrived at KICKAPOO where it 
went into camp for the night.
